The Last Fatal Quarrel. 


A murder, the outgrowth of domes- 
tlc trouble, took place at Hush Run, 


Jefferson county, about 2 o'clock yes 
terday afternoon, and caused much ex­ 
citement. The murderer was Samuel 
Ashby and the victim was bis wife. As 
lai as eau be learned during a quarrel 
with bis wife he secured a revolver 
and shot her, killing lier insfMiilly. 
Ashily arui his wife have been hav­ 
ing trouble for a long time and it may 
be partly due to bis mental cocentric! 
ties. 
On March 21 he was taken h<^ 
fore the probate court on u lunacy 
charge, but after examination he was 
discharged.

station. 
Ashby is a clay miner and a 
drinking man and was in Steubenville 
Monday and became so drunk that ho 
had to be hauled home from tin* sta­ 
tion in a wagon. That night he began 
to abuse his wife, and for her own 
protection she tied to the home of Con 
tractor T. J. Stringer, nearby, where 
she remained over night. 
Ashby next morning wont

Stringer home and implored his wilt 
to return home. He promised to

his wife agreed

uoth made promises, each agreeing to 
sign papers that they would forget ev­ 
erything and do right hereafter. 
The couple then returned home, and 
a few hours after the deadly qua: re l en 
Stied. 
Ashily is about 45 years of age, 
ann his wife was a year or two young­ 
er. Their oldest boy is Abel Ashily, a

They have six 
children.
